ganized German conspiracy on the Pa- 
cific coast with the object of blowing 
up munitions plants, on which indict- 
ments have been returned by a fed- 
eral grand jury in San Francisco 
‘against Baron George Wilhelm von 
Brincken, C. C. Crowley and Mrs. Mar- 
garet Cornell. 

, German Consul Directed Plot. 

The affidavit asserts that Franz 
Bopp, German consul general at San 
Francisco, personally supervised the ac- 
tivities of Koolbergen and directed the 
attempt to hire him to blow up tunnels 
on the Canadian Pacific railroad in May 
of the present year. 

The affidavit also declares that Bopp 
ordered the money for this work, $1,500 
to be paid to Koolbergen under the im- 
pression that the work had been ac- 
complished when as a matter of fact 
Bopp was misled by Canadian Pacific 
offictals working in conjunction with 
Koolbergen, who caused stories to be

CANNOT af VETOED 


Council—The City Clerk 
Announces He Will Not 
Change His First Certifi- 
cate to Council. 


It was learned yesterday from au- 
thorities intimately associated with 
the recall movement that the posi- 
tion of City Clerk Walter Taylor 
upon his certificate to council will 
lead to a petition asking his recall. 

It is expected Dy members of the 
recall movement that the matter of 
starting such a petition will be taken 
up at a meeting of the recail cam- 
paign committee today. , 


According to the city attorneys, the 
only thing that can stop or postpone 
the recall election is an appeal to the 
courts with an injunction, and no steps 
in that direction have been taken. 

The mayor cannot veto the resolu- 
tion calling for the election. The law 
Says that the city clerk must report 
to the “general coundil” and not to 
the “mayor and general council” as is 
usual in such matters. That is the 
opinion of both the city attorney and 
the assistant city attorfiey. 

The election cannot now be post- 
poned or stopped by any action of 
council.

REPORTED BULGARIANS 
HAVE CROSSED FRONTIER 


IV PURSUIT OF ALLIES 


Believed That Such Move 


by Bulgars Will Provoke 
the Greeks - Germany 
Threatens Greece to Pre- 
vent Concessions to Allies. 
Bulgarians Claim to Have 
Inflicted Heavy Losses on 
Retreating Allies, But Oth- 
er Reports Assert Anglo- 
French Forces Retired’ 
Without Serious Harm. 


London, December 14.— The next big 
battle of the war probably will de 
fought in Greece, despite the efforts 
of the Hellenic king and government 
to save their country from the her- K 
rors of war. 

The British and French forces have 
made good their retirement down the 
Vardar valley and are approaching Sa- 
loniki, where reinforcements are be- 
ing landed, while reports received in 
Paris and Rome say that the \Bul- 
garians have crossed/the Greek fron- 
tier in pursuit. Reports of this action 
by the Bulgarians come somewhat as a 
surprise, as it had been thought that 
such a move by them would proyoke 
the Greeks and that consequently it 
the entente allies are. ‘followed at all 
the eke would allotted to the. ar 
GREECE'S SITUATION 
‘VERY COMPLICATED. 


Greece's situation diplomatically has 
been complicated by the request of 
Germany to know whether the Athens 
‘eabinet does not look upon the use of 
Greek territory by the entente allies 
as a breach of her neutrality, and this 
inquiry considered to foreshadow 
German participation in the pursuit. 
However, it is eved here that 
the Germans have many troops in that 
part of the Balkans, their main forces 
having been diverted to Rustchuk 
when the Russian threat of an invasion 
of Bulgaria seemed likely of fulfill- 
ment and that therefore the entente 
troops for the present only to have te 
fear the Bulgarians, as the Austrians 
are still being occupied in Montene- 
gro and Albania, where the Montene- 
grins and Serbians are keeping up a 
stubborn resistance. It has again been 
reported that the Italians have landed 
an army on the Albanian coast to go 
to the assistance of the Serbs and 
Montenegrins.

Sir George Paish, Financial 
Expert, Explains Govern- 
ment’s Scheme to- Mobilize 
United States Securities. 


London, December 14.—Sir George 
Paish, one of the best known English 
authorities on financial affairs, made 
the following statement. to the Asso- 
ciated Press today in regard to the 
government's plan for mobilization of 
American securities: 

“The plan is to enable the British 
people to purchase and pay for the 
great quantities of American goods and 
produce they will need to buy in the 
next twelve months. Further, it is for 
the purpose of providing the allies of 
Great Britain with the sums they need 
to pay for goods purchased in the 
United States. 

“In the past year goods bought from 
America have been paid for largely in 
gold and still more largely in securi- 
ties, as well as by the credit of £100,- 
000,000, which American bankers and 
investors so generously provided France 
and Great Britain a short time ago. 

Geld in United States Colossal. 

“The amount of gold in the United 
States is now so colossal that the im- 
portation of. additional ‘amounts may 
lead to wild speculation, and it is un- 
desirable in every one's interest that a 
still greater amount of gold should ac- 
cumulate in the United States, and de- 
sirable that payment should be made for 
the vast quantities of goods which the

so great a sum. 


Will Previde- All Meney Needed. 


| “The plan of the British chancellor is 
designed to provide all the money that 
will be needed, although possib the 
American people themselves in view of 
their desire to create a great interna- 
tional money market in the United 
States will wish to invest money in 
British or French loans at the very 
attractive rates of interest which they 
Will afford. British investors, from 
the individual standpoint, have no need 
to sell their securities and would not 
do so were it not for patriotic rea- 
sons. A great many may lend their se- 
curities in order that the money needed 
to meet the trade balance in the Unit- 
ed States may be paid, ang it is ob- 
vious that the demand in e United 
States for securities will be greatly in 
excess of the amounts which Britishers 
are likely to sell. Indeed, the amount 
of money which will accumulate in 
the states is likely to be so 8 that 
not only will there be no difficulty in 
absorbing any securities which British 
and French investors R desire to 
sell, but there probably will be a big 
surplus for investment in British. 
French or other government loans and 
in other foreign securities. 

“In other words, the United States, 
by reason of its vast exports, will en- 
oy a greater income than it ever had 
itherto, and out of this great income 
will have great sums for investment, 
both in securities which will be return- 
ed from Europe and in various new is- 
sues of securities—-European, Canadian 
and South American—which may be of- 
fered to the American people.”

“GUILTY, BUT INSANE,” 
FAVORED AS A VERDICT 


New York, December 14.—Substitu- 
tion of the verdict “guilty but insane,” 
for the verdict of not guilty rendered 
by jurtes in cases where insane per- 
sons have committed crimes is recom- 
mended by a committee of the Society 
of Medical Jurisprudence in a report 
to that body. The recommendation 
agrees with one made some time ago 
75 a committee pee pe State Bar asso- 

ation. Dr. ank W. Robertson, 
chairman of the committee in the re- 
port made public today, said: 

“It is rhaps -ogically more cor- 
rect to find a verdict of not guilty 
because we all agree that the insane 
person, acting under the impulse. of 
disease, is not a ¢riminal in the usual 
sense of that term. On the other hand, 
it is well that in these cases a ver- 
dict should be rendered that on its 
face differentiates the case of an in- 
sane person who has committed a crime 
from the case of the normal person 
who had SS no crime, and for 
that reason is found: not guilty. 

“If this verdict had been 3 opera- 
tion during the trial of the young man 
of whom we have heard so much in 
the last nine years, it would have been 
very easy to have returned him to Mat- 
teawan when he made his escape into 
a Renn Orne State. It was because

The real hardships, the exquisite hard- 
ships of war, if we might so term them, 
have not yet come upon the European na- 
tions engaged in deadly conflict, despite the 
billions they have already expended for 
cannon and powder and shell besides other 
necessaries, if we are to judge from the 
‘statement of Mrs. Mary Edwards, of Oxford- 
shire, England, now 105 years old, and 
whose memory goes back to the days of the 
Napoleonic successes.

Mrs. Edwards, blessed with a strong and 
vigorous memory, who was a woman of 27 
when Queen Victoria came to the British 
throne, can tell a story calculated to make 


London Chronicle, she says: 


We grumble now because, after four- 
teen months of war, we have to pay seven 
and a half pence a quartern loaf. What 
should we say-if we had to pay nearly 
three times as much and had far less to 
spend? ‘There were times during 1815 
when bread reached that price. 

In the wet harvest Of 1825 dough made 
from the damp wheat would not stand 
in the oven, and the loaf was more like 
a pudding than wholésome bread. There 
was no hard grain from India and Aus- 
tralia to mix with damp English wheat. 

As for tea and sugar, they were luxu- 
ries out of reach of all but the well-to-do: 
so the wives and dependents of our sol- 
diers maygfind some comfort in compar- 
ing their lot with that of their great- 
grandmothers one hundred years ago.

CAMPBELL WALLACE IS MADE — 
W. & A. COMMISSION SECRETARY 

Under an arrangement between the West- 
ern ahd Atlantic lease commission and the 
state railroad commission, Campbell Wallace, 
for many years the exceedingly capable and 
efficient secretary of the railroad commis- 
sion, will, for the present, act as secretary 
for the lease commission. : 
The lease commission will provide a com- 
petent stenographer for the secretary’s of- 
fice, and, with his aid, Chairman Candler and 
Secretary Wallace believe that the clerical 
and executive work of the leasé commission 
can be satisfactorily performed. | 

Under this arrangement the lease com- 
mission will save the state from $1,800 to 
$2,400 per annum in the salary of a secretary, 
as it was not believed a secretary of Mr. 
Wallace’s ability and experience could have 
been secured for this position of uncertain 
tenure of office for less than $3,000 to $3,600 
per annum. 5 

As secretary to the lease commission, Mr. 
Wallace will receive a nominal salery of 
$100 per month, 

Mr. Wallace was not an applicant for any 
position, and the proposition of the commis- 
sion was a surprise to him. 

The general assembly, in the lease act, 
required the chairman of the railroad com- 
mission to serve as a member of the lease 
commissien without compensation. 

Mr. Candler’s unanimous election as chair- 
man by his associates on the lease commis- 
sion means a very appreciable addition to 
his already onerous duties as chairman of 
the railroad commission, at a time when the 
most impertant and far-reaching freight rate 
inquiry in the history of the railroad com- 
mission of Georgia is about to get under 
way. 


TO OUTLINE WORK AT 
MEETING JANUARY 4 


The lease act is mandatory in requiring 
the lease commission to collect and digest a 
mass of detailed information as to the W. & 
A. railroad and its properties, im the assem- 
bly of which expert and technical assistance 
will be necessary, the cost of which will 
doubtless be considerable. It will be deter- 
mined later as;to the men for such work. 

In order that an intelligent, 
and orderly beginning may be made along 
well considered plans, every member of the 
commission is now .engaged in carefully 
studying the provisions of the lease act.

at once begin active work under the plans 
thus formulated. 


OFFICES WILL ADJOIN 
RAILROAD COMMISSION QUARTERS, 


It is understood also that at this meeting 
Governor Harris and Chairman Candler will 
announce the amount of compensation to be 
prescribed by them under terms of the lease 
act, for the three citizen members of the 
commission. 

The governor, like Chairman Candler, is 
required to serve without further compensa- 
tion than is attached to his office. 

The commission was strongly of the opin- 
ion that it was very essential to the success- 
ful performance of its duties, particularly 
such as fall upon the chairman and secre- 
tary for it to secure, if possible, offices ad- 
joining and practically a part of the rail- 
road=commission’s offices, now occupied by 
officials of the agricultural department, and 
requested the governor to assign to it two of 
these rooms, if such assignment was possible 
and could be satisfactorily arranged with 
Commissioner of Agriculture Price. 

It is possible that the lease commission 


will not know until after his return from 


Washington, where he is engaged in the 
southeastern rate hearing before the inter- 
state commerce commission, whether W. A. 
Wimbish will accept the position of attorney 
for the commission, to which he was ap- 
pointed by the general assembly.

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Because of Removal of Six 
-. Teutons From American 
Ships—-Immediate Release 
of the Men Asked. 


Washington, December 14.— The 
United States government today cabled 
Ambassador Sharp at Paris for pre- 
sentation to the French foreign office a 

note vigorously protesting against the 
removal by the French cruiser Des- 
cartes of six Germans and Austrians 
from the American steamships Caro- 
lina, Coamo and San Juan. Immediate 

release of the men is asked on the 
ground that the seizure of citizens of 

any nation from an American vessel on 
the high seas is without legal justifi- 
cation and constitutes a flagrant vio- 
lation of American rights. 

The note was dispatched by Secre- 
taty Lansing with the fall approval of 
President Wilson. It also is understood 
to have been discussed by the president 
with hig cabinet at today’s meeting. 

Douched in friendly terms, the com- 
muntention states the American point 


of view emphatically. and cites prece- | 


dents employed in the case of August 
Piépenbrink, a German, who was re- 
moved from the American ship Windber 
by the French cruiser Condé in Novem- 
ber of last year and released after rep- 
resentations by the United States. 

Attention is directed to the fact that 
the men removed from the ship were 
not emLodied in “the armed forces of 
the enemy” as that term is used in the 
declaration of London, It is asserted, 
however, that there is no justification 
for the removal of subjects of a nation 
which is an enemy of France: from an 
American vessel on the high seas 
bound to & neutral port, even if they 
could properly be regarded as military 
persons. 

France and the Trent Case. 

To support this position, it is under- 
stood that the note points to the rule 
set down by the French minister of for- 

ign affairs in a note sent during the 
civil war to the French minister to the 
United States in regard to the removal 
of the Confederate Commissioners Ma- 
son and Slidell from the steamship 
Trent. This note, considered especially 
applicable to the present situation, said: 

‘She (the Trent) was carrying her 
Cargo and her passengers to neutral 
country and, moreover, she had taken 
them on in a neutral port. If it were 
admissable that under such conditions 
the neutral flag did not completely 
cover the persons “apd merchandise 
which it was transporting, its immun- 
ity would no longer be anything but an 
empty word; at any time the commerce 
and navigation of third powers would 
have to suffer from their harmless or 
even indirect relations with one or the 
other of the belligerents; the latter 
would no longer be entitled merely to 
require entire impartiality of a neutral 
and to forbid him from interfering in 
any ray in the hostilties, but they 
would place upon his freedom of com- 
merce and navigation restrictions the 
lawfulness of which modern interna- 
tional law has refused to admit.” 


France May Contest. 


The text of the American note, which 
is said to be brief, probably will be 
made public when word of its delivery 
to the French foreign office is received 
by the state department. 1 
Officials of the state department ap- 
parently think the French government 
may see fit to contest the contentions 
of the United States and that the men 
will not be released until further com- 
munications have passed between the 
two governments. This opinion is based: 
on the assumption that the commander 
of the Descartes was acting in accord- 
ance with instructions. 

The French ambassador here is be- 
lieved to have been advised of the in- 
tentions of the United States during a 
conference held late yesterday with 
Secretary Lansing.

Washington, December 14.—Three 
midshipmen were ordered dismissed 
from the naval academy today by Sec- 
retary Daniels, President Wilson hav- 
ing approved the recommendations of 
the secretary and of the superintendent 
of the academy. 

The names of the men were not made 
public Two of the three were among 
the fifty midshipmen found guilty of 
minor offenses in connection with the 
fecent hazing and cribbing investiga- 
tions at the academy, all of whom were 
placed on probation for one year. 

Repeated violations of academy reg- 
ulations during the parole was charged 
against them. By the terms of the 
parole, even minor infractions of rules 
would result in dismissal.

GEN. CARRANZA ACCUSED

Washington, December 14.—Syste- 
matic persecution of the clergy in 
Mexico, authorized by government of- 
ficials since the recognition of Car- 
ranza and in violation of his pledge 
of religious tolerance, was charged in 
a protest made to Secretary Lansing 
teday by Monsignor Francis Kelly, of 
Chicago. On leaving the state depart- 
ment, Monsignor Kelly said the secre- 
tary had promised to do what he 
could to secure improvement in the sit- 
‘uation. 

Monsignor Kelly, who was accompa- 
nied to the department by the Kev. 
Thomas Shannon, of Chicago, charged 
that a decree had been issued in the 
state of Yucatan requiring all priests 
to mar and to work eight hours a 
day in the public offices on pain of ex- 
pulsion. In northern Mexico, he said, 
priests had been declared ineligible to 
own property, even their homes being 
confiscated. 

“In Guadalajara,”

so far as to order that priests should 
not wear overcoats, but should wear

‘Figures in Revelations of 
German Plots Made at San 
Francisco.

San Francisco, December 14.—The 
name of Franz von Papen, recalled mil- 
itary attache of the German embassy, 
was brought into the government’s in- 
vestigation of the alleged bomb plots, 
it became known today. 

Federal offieials said telegrams in 
the government’s passession showed 
that the subject of the price to be paid 
for the destruction of an explosive 
plant at Pinole, Cal., was “put up to 
Von Papen.” 

Plans fer Destruction. 

Plans for the destruction of muntion 
plants at Aetna, Ind., and Ishpeming, 
Mich., were revealed when the details 
of indictments returned yesterday 
against three alleged conspirators in 
German plots were made public. 

Gary, Ind., and Pinole, Cal., also were 
suggested to an alleged agent of the 
conspiracy as a fertile field for similar 
work. Two fires and explosions oc- 
curred later at Pinole at the plant of 
the Hercules Powder company. 

The letters containing these plans 


were three, alleged to have been writ- 


ten to Louis J. Smith, witness for the 
government against Baron George WII- 
helm von Brincken, Charles C. Crow- 
ley, a detective employed by the Ger- 
man consul-general here, and Mrs. Mar- 
garet Cornell, Crowley's employee, the 
three persons indicted. 

All appeared today for arraignment 


ton the two counts of each indictment 


and were releaged on bail bond of 
$10,000 each. 

The indictments charged conspiracy 
to interfere with and destroy com- 
merce with the allies and use of the 
mails to incite arson; murder and as- 
sassination. 

The Specific Charges. 

Specific charges were made that the 
three alleged plotters conspired by 
sending a letter from here August 8 to 
Louis J. Smith at the Normandie hotel, 
Detroit, Mich., in an attempt to incite 
him to arson, murder and assassination 
by burning certain buildings at Aetna, 
Ind., owned by the Aetna Chemical 
company and works and buildings at 
Ishpeming, Mich., owned by the Aetna 
Explosive company of New York. 

The indictments alleged that the lat- 
ter was of a character to incite Smith 
to destroy employees in the buildings. 

The conspiracy was alleged to have 
had its inception here May 1, 1915, and 
numerous dates and incidents and the 
contents of letters were set forth. 

Smith was alleged to have been em- 
ployed by the defendants $300 a 
month to further the conspiracy on 
May 8. The following day Crowley was 
alleged to have paid Smith $250 to go 
to Tacoma, Wash., to obtain informa- 
tion concerning the sailings of vessels 
from northern ports for Viadivostok, 
Russia, and other ports of the allies. 
The vessels under scrutiny included the 
steamers Hazel Dollar and Talthybius. 

Smith was sent two $50 money or- 
ders June 4 while he was at Tacoma 
and August 1 Von Brincken at the Pal- 
ace hotel here paid Smith $845.80, ac- 
cording to the allegations. A ticket to 
New York was bought for him by 
Crowley June 11, it is alleged. ' 

Arson Ineited. 


| August 12 the defendants were al- 
leged to have put in the mail a letter 
of a nature to incite Smith to burn 
buildings of the Hercules Powder com- 
pany at Pinole, : 

| There were negotiations concerning 
the destruction of the Pinole plan 
according to federal officials who sai 
that letters and telegrams in the pos- 
session of the government showed that 
Smith fixed a price for the “job,” and 
that the matter was “put up” to Franz 
von Papen, recalled military attache of 
the German embassy at ashington.

NOTE IS CRITICISED 


BY BERLIN EDITORS. 

Berlin, December 14.—(Via London.) 
The text of the American note to Aus- 
tria-Hungary on the Ancona was pub- 
lished in the Berlin morning news- 
papers. The Lokal Anzeiger, The Tage- 
blatt, The Vossiche.Zeitung and other 
leading journals refrain from any 
comment which might be regarded as 
tending to complicate the situation. 
Only The Kreuz Zeitung and The Post 
indulge in any extended discussion of 
the document. The Kreuz Zeitung 
says: 

„The language of the note is remark- 
Able. The Ancona, through its attempt 
at flight, had, even in acccordance 
with the stand earlier taken by the 
United States, forfeited every right to 
consideratian, and it was for the com- 
mander of the submarine to decide 
whether to sink the steamer by artillery 
fire or torpedo her. The ‘United States 
can therefore hold as responsible for 
the loss of life only the captain of the 
Ancona, who did not obey the subma- 
rine’s orders, or rather those on 
whose instructions he so acted. he 
Cabinet at Vienna will therefore prob- 
ably reject the claims of America as 
directed to the wrong address.“ 

The Post, after commenting on Amer- 
ican celerity in sending the note as 
contrasted with weeks, and in the case 
of the British blockade’ note, even 
months of delay in inaugurating nego- 
tiations with other governments, says: 

“The reasons for the acceleration may 
perhaps be sought in the fact that con- 
gress is now in session, and that Pres- 
ident Wilson, with a presidential cam- 
paign at hand, wishes to garner as 
much success as possible for his policy. 

“Whether he will be successful is 
another question. The contents of the 
note offer nothing new in the realm of 
note exchanges and reiterated the ref- 
erences to the violation of international 
law and humanity. The note, however, 
is not so sharp in its predictions as the 
cabled reports seemed to show, for it 
leaves open, despite its very clear mode 
of expression, ‘a very good possibility 
for an understanding satisfactory to 
both sides.“ 

The Lokal Anzeiger, refraining from 
extended comment, says: We can see 
that Mr. Wilson this time, as in gen- 
eral, in his relations with the central 
powers, has not minced matters. The 
answer of the Austro-Hungarian gov- 
ernment will, it is hoped, leave nothing 
to be desired.” : 

The Zeitung Am Mittag, discussing 
the Ancona note, finds the American 
version of the facts materially diver- 
gent from the Austrian official report. 
The paper thinks it remarkable that 
the United States government “has not 
given a more careful examination to 
the facts before seeking prompt satis- 
faction for the American demands.“ 


U. S. MAY ACCEPT 


ZWIEDINEK’S STORY. 

Washington, December 14.—The state 
department probably will accept the 
explanation made by Baron Erich 
Zwiedinek, charge of the Austro-Hun- 
garian embassy here, regarding a let- 
ter he wrote to the Austro-Hungarian 
consul general in New York suggesting 
that neutral passports be bought to 
assist ‘reservists in this country to 
reach Austria~Hungary. 

The letter was written while Dr. 

önstantin Dumba, the recalled ambas- 
sador, was,jn charge of the embassy. 
Baron Zwidtinek called upon Secretary 
Lansing the day after it was published 
and explained -that he was acting un- 
der Dr. Dumba’s instructions.

By New Traffic Law 


Changes Go Into Effect 
Wednesday Morning 


i 


All Far-Side Stops in Downtown 
Section Are Eliminated by City 
Ordinance, With But One 
Exception. 


The traffic ordinance recently passed by City 
Council prohibits streets cars from stopping on 
the far side of street crossings. 


This means that in the downtown section, 
where cars heretofore have been stopping on 
both the near and far sides of the street, they 
will hereafter stop only on the near side, 


For instance: Cars on Whitehall street have 
been accustomed to stop on the near side of Ala- 
bama street, then ‘proceed across the street and 
stop on the far side. This far-side stop will be 
eliminated on and after next Wednesday morn- 
ing. ’ . 


Simliar conditions exist elsewhere in the 
downtown section, and in all such instances the 
far-side stop will be eliminated. 


Please bear this in mind and save yourself 
much annoyance. 


The only exception which the ordinance makes 
to this general rule is that north-bound cars on 
Peachtree street shall stop at the northeast cor- 
ner of Peachtree street and Edgewood avenue, 
and shall not stop on Peachtree street between 
Decatur street and Edgewood avenue. This 
cuts out the stop in front of Pitts’ cigar store. 


The ordinance further provides that the north- 
bound cars on Peachtree street shall not stop at 
Walton street, which means that north-bound 
cars, after leaving the stopping place at the 
northeast corner of Peachtree street and Edge- 
wood avenue, will make no further stops until 
reaching Auburn avenue. 


This ordinance also means that where cars 
turn from one street into another, they will stop 
at the beginning of the curve, but not at the end 
of the curve, as they have been accustomed to 
do in some instances heretofore. That is, a car 
turning from Hunter street into Whitehall. 
street, for instance, will stop at the Hunter street 
end of the curve, but not at the Whitehall street 
end of the curve.
